Have you seen the young man 
walking the strteets of Hamlin with 
his long white cane and wondered 
what he was doing here? Since he is 
obviously blind, you probably have 
wondered what he is doing to make a 
living in Hamlin. 
The young man is Ivan Merritt and 
is one of the seven teachers employed 
as a Resource Teacher under Plan A 
by the Tri-County Educational Co-op. 
He works with Hamlin High School 
students who have language or 
learning 
difficulties 
or 
who 
are 
physically handicapped. 
He and James Lain are the two 
teachers assigned to work with the 
high school students who need the 
special help offered by this new 
program and they are assisted by 
Miss Lavene Hunter who is a teacher 
aide. 
Ivan works with six students on an 
individual basis each day. 
Others working in the new program 
are John Crump and Mrs. Cassie Mae 
Starr in the elementary school; Mrs. 
Carolyn Robertson and Mrs. Shasta 
Young in the primary school; and 
Mrs. Kay Watson in the junior high 
school. Aides assisting them are Miss 
Sally Contreras and Mrs. Hope 
Sellers. 
Ivan was born in Jackson, Miss., in 
1946 and graduated from high school 
in 1968 from the Lousiana State School 
for the Blind at Baton Rouge, La. If 
you are wondering, like we were, how 
he ended up in Hamlin, he is a 
graduate of Texas Tech University 
and attended school there because 
Lousiana does not have a good special 
education program in their colleges. 
He says that Tech has one of the top 
four programs in the state and he 
picked Tech over the University in 
Austin because it was smaller. 
Robert 
Horton, 
placem ent 
specialist for the State Commission 
for the Blind, recommended Ivan to 
Supt. Bob Hawes, who was impressed 
by the young man. 
Supt. Hawes said that the one thing 
he stressed to Ivan when he hired him 
was that he would not receive any 
special considerations and this 
seemed to be what Ivan wanted. 
Ivan 
graduated 
from 
Tech 
in 
August with a degree in secondary 
education and is qualified to teach 
government and English and also 
holds a special education certificate. 
He has six students he works with 
each day, offering them help in 
whatever field that they are having 
difficulty in. 
He says he is enjoying his work here 
and that it is a real challenge. 
When asked if he was having any

"Intangibles are the most 
significant 
th in g s,” 
Judge 
Austin McCloud of Eastland 
told members of the Hamlin 
Elementary 
Parent-Teachers 
Association Thursday evening. 
In speaking to parents and 
teachers, he stressed 
in­ 
tangibles such as chairty, in­ 
tegrity, desire and compassion 
as qualities that influence a 
person’s life. 
Using his past experience of 
eight years as juvenile judge, he 
related the unique experience of 
making a selection of a youth 
from the West Texas area to 
meet together with some 800 
young people in the 
Texas 
Youth 
Congress in Austin 
several years ago. He also cited 
the awesome responsibility of 
sentencing a young boy or girl 
to a state correctional in­ 
stitution. 
When comparing the two, it 
became apparent to him that 
the two young men were of 
about the same intelligence 
level. Each could understand 
what he could see or touch. The 
difference in the youth who 
must be sentenced was that he 
was lacking in the area of in­ 
tangibles. These he noted were 
having a goal—learning to do 
something well, developing self 
confidence and self respect and 
feeling loved. 
Judge McCloud said to the 
teachers, "I admire you, I 
respect you, you build America, 
you have the kids most of their 
lives." He urged them to teach 
the whole child and told them 
how fulfilling it is to save just 
one child. "If you do this you 
have lived up to what the 
profession requires," he added. 
He was quick to add that the 
teaching of intangibles is not 
just a teacher problem but a 
parent problem as well. 
Judge 
McCloud, 
Chief 
Justice, Court of Civil Appeals, 
was introduced by Mrs. Jack 
Wicker, program chairman. 
Mrs. 
Milton 
C arter, 
president, presided for the 
business session and presented 
W. T Johnson, president of the 
Hamlin School Board, who 
introduced 
Superintendent 
Robert Hawes, who was hired 
by the board this spring to 
succeed C F. Cook who retired. 
The new superintendent told 
the group that "We hope to meet 
the needs of every youngster 
that sits in every desk in 
Hamlin. We will implement 
some things new to Hamlin but 


not 
necessarily 
new 
to 
education." 
"We want to teach character 
building along with some useful 
skill to enable the students to 
blend into our society,” he said, 
"and we want to look at people 
realistically in the area in which 
they are interested.”

difficulty in getting around town since 
he was blind, he said, “ No, I have 
gotten around in Houston, Dallas and

Ivan is not totally blind as he can 
distinguish objects at close range 
under good light. 
Asked how he was liking Hamlin, 
Ivan said, “ It is the friendliest town I 
have ever lived in and I have lived in 
several states and in both large and 
small towns.” He said that everyone 
from the postman to the waitresses, 
seem to go out of their way to make a 
person feel welcome here. 
Supt. Hawes said that the school 
system is very pelased to have Ivan 
on the staff and that he is a real in­ 
spiration to the students being served. 


If you are like we are, you are 
finding it hard to keep up with all the 
various changes in our educational 
program, such as this Tri-County 
Educational Co-op and its “ Plan A .” 
No longer is just plain Hamlin School 
system with grades one through 12. 
For several years now we have had 
some form of special education, but 
this is the first year for this new 
program which works with children 
through all the grades. This new 
program is funded through the Tri- 
County Co-op, headquartered in 
Stamford. 
This 
relatively 
new 
organization covers all of the schools 
in Jones, Fish er and Stonewall 
Counties. 
This “ Plan A ” is a new Com­ 


prehensive 
Special 
Education 
Program that is expected to be in all 
of the schools in the state by 1976. 
The goal of Plan A is to provide 
educational 
opportunity 
consistent 
with the student’s ability to learn. To 
meet this goal, Plan A is a program 
that permits each student to receive 
educational services designed to meet 
his unique learning needs. 
Under 
the 
old 
type 
special 
education program the student with a 
handicap or a special learning 
problem was labeled in a way that 
merely described his handicap or his 
problem with little understanding of 
his educational needs. He was placed 
in a classroom with others of the 
same “ category.” He was usually 
separated from “ regular” students. 
Under the new plan children are no 
longer labeled and isolated. Where 
they can benefit from it, they will 
participate in the regular educational 
process. 
The learning needs of each child are 
evaluated and a specific educational 
plan is designed for him. Hopefully, 
the student will spend the greater 
part 
of his 
day 
in 
the 
regular 
classroom setting. 
We hope that this new program is 
successful 
as 
there 
are 
ap­ 
proximately 500,000 students in Texas 
who have learning problems that 
require special attention if the 
student is to take his rightful place in 
our society. 
Education, 
like 
other 
fields, 
requires a great deal of research and 
experimentation if it is to grow and 
meet the needs of the public. The 
problem in education is that it is a 
human being that suffers when the 
research is wrong or experimentation 
does not work. Our hope is that Plan A 
proves to be as effective as its 
backers and supporters claim it will 
be.
